OVERSEAS RAIDS 
HIGHLIGHT AMERICAN 
REACH, PROBLEMS

raids in Africa show that the United States is pres- 
suring al-Qaida, officials said Sunda}^ though a fail- 
ure in Somalia and an angry response in Libya also 
highlighted Washington’s problems. 

In Tripoli, US. forces 
snatched a Libyan wanted 
over the bombings of the 
US. embassy in Nairobi 
15 years ago and whisked 
him out of the country 
prompting Secretary of 
State John Kerry to declare 
that al-Qaida leaders “can 

run but they can’t hide.” 

But the capture of Nazih al-Ragye, better known 
as Abu Anas al-Liby also provoked a complaint 
about the “kidnap” from the Western-backed 
prime minister; he faces a backlash from armed Is- 
lamists who have carved out a share of power since 
the West helped Libyan rebels oust Moammar 
Gadhafi two years ago. 

In Somalia, Navy SEALS stormed ashore into 
the al-Shabab stronghold of Barawe in response to 
the attack last month on a Kenyan mall but, a US. 
official said, they failed to capture or kill the un- 
named target among the Somali allies of al-Qaida. 

Kerry on a visit to Indonesia, said President 
Obama’s administration was “pleased with the re- 
sults” of the combined assaults early Saturday: “We 
hope this makes clear that the United States of 
America will never stop in its effort to hold those 
accountable who conduct acts of terror,” he said. 

Two years after Navy SEALs finally tracked 
down and kiUed al-Qaida founder Osama bin 
Laden in Pakistan, and a decade after al-Qaida’s 
Sept. II attacks on the United States in 2001, the 
twin operations demonstrated the reach of US. 
military forces in Africa, where Islamist militancy 
has been ascendant. 

The forays also threw a spotlight on Somalia’s 
status as a fragmented haven for al-Qaida allies 
more than 20 years after Washington intervened 
in vain in its civil war and Libya’s descent into an 
anarchic battleground between rival bands on the 
Mediterranean that stretches deep south into the 
Sahara.

TURNING POINT IN VENTRA 
ROLLOUT IS HERE-ARE YOU READY?

The new Ventra fare-payment system, which one month into a four-month transi- 
tion continues to be a source of angst for many Chicago-area transit commuters, 
accounts for i in 3 CTA rides, officials said last week. 

But transit officials are set to give the remaining majority the first in a series of 
big nudges starting Monday, when riders no longer will be able to reload value onto 
Chicago Cards. 

And judging by comments from current Ventra customers, people adopting the 
contactless payment system as a result could be in for a bumpy ride. 


“If one calls the toll-free number shown 
on your useless Ventra brochure, one winds 
up in an endless loop of pressing 3 over and 
over again, only to hear the same useless au- 
tomated information repeated,” commuter 
Mary Gerace of Westchester said in an email 
to CTA customer service. “Your employees 
at the train stations are confused and unin- 
formed. Fix this mess NOW” 

Also starting Monday, magnetic stripe tran- 
sit cards and stored-value transit cards wiU no 
longer be available to buy and multiday passes 
will be harder to find. 

The CTA did give a little ground Thursday 
in response to an unspecified number of cus- 
tomers still waiting for Ventra cards to arrive 
in the mail. Chicago Card Plus customers 
who haven’t yet activated their Ventra ac- 
counts can continue to have money automati- 
cally loaded from bank accounts or credit and 
debit cards onto their Plus accounts until they 
receive their Ventra card and activate it, CTA 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

The next date riders should be mindful of 
is Nov 14. That’s the last day to use both Chi- 
cago Card and Chicago Card Plus to board 
trains and buses, officials said. 

The CTA and Pace, which also has adopted 
the payment system, are advising customers 
to spend down balances. Any balances re- 


maining on Nov 15 can be transferred to Ven- 
tra accounts but only through March 31, after 
which any value on the cards will be forfeited, 
officials said. 

Chicago Card customers who registered 
their cards and still are waiting to receive Ven- 
tra cards in the mail might need to add money 
to the cards before the Monday deadline, but 
not more than they will use over the next six 
weeks, transit officials advised. 

Riders also will have a hard time finding 
non-Ventra transit card vending machines 
beginning this week. Fewer machines will be 
at CTA rail stations and all machines will be 
gone by Nov 15, officials said. It means that, 
as of that date, riders won’t be able to add 
money to stored value cards or buy multiday 
passes, except by loading the passes onto Ven- 
tra cards. 

Starting Dec. 15, no type of magnetic stripe 
card will be usable and Pace will stop accept- 
ing 10 -ride tickets. 

“For months I have felt that the CTA was 
unfairly attacked and criticized for the new 
Ventra system,” CTA commuter Brian Hop- 
kins told the Tribune in an email. “That’s all 
changed in my mind. Now I think the media 
aren’t being hard enough on them for this 
error-filled, delayed, poorly planned Ventra 
rollout.”

Rider Clarence Smith reported to Ventra 
customer service that he received his Ventra 
card last week and has had problems ever since 
trying to register it. 

‘After several attempts I called the customer 
service number and waited on hold for 20 min- 
utes before being disconnected,” Smith said in 
an email he sent to Ventra and copied to the Tri- 
bune. “I tried phoning a second time with the 
same results. I tried a third time and left a voice 
mail with my phone number. Guess what? No 
one has returned my call.” 

Chase, the CTA spokeswoman, said Ven- 
tra has added staff to its customer service call 
centers to reduce wait times. She said Ventra 
customers should use the self-service phone 
options unless they specifically need to speak 
with a customer service representative. 

CTA and Pace officials are reiterating their 
position, first voiced in late August, that prob- 
lems were anticipated with such a major change 
and that the transition is going “fairly smoothly 


overall” with only “a handful of issues.” 

CTA and Pace officials failed to provide data 
documenting the number ofVentra complaints. 

“The rollout is continuing,” Chase said. 
About 899,000 Ventra cards have been issued 
and they have been tapped against readers 10 
million times, she said. 

Pace spokesman Patrick Wilmot said Pace 
has received numerous complaints from cus- 
tomers who haven’t been able to get through to 
Ventra customer service on the phone. 

“The best thing for people to do is to refer 
these questions directly to Ventra,” Wilmot 
said. 

The CTA signed a $454 million contract in 
2011 with California-based Cubic Transporta- 
tion Systems Inc. to create and manage the new 
fare-collection system that features contactless 
Ventra cards to replace older fare card tech- 
nology Pace subsequently joined the program, 
while Metra is planning to test other technolo- 
gies. 


ROCKY ROAD 

The shift to Ventra, which started in late 
August for students and Sept. 9 for the gen- 
eral public, has been a rough experience for 
many CTA and Pace customers, whose frus- 
trations include: 

» Problems while attempting to activate or 
load money onto Ventra cards, including 
incorrect balances posted on customers’ ac- 
counts online at ventrachicago.com. 

» Languishing on hold on the Ventra cus- 
tomer service line and, in many cases, getting 
disconnected. 

» Still waiting to receive a Ventra card weeks 
after getting emails promising that the new 
card is in the mail. 

» Difficulty finding Ventra cards for sale, as 
was promised by now, at Walgreens and other 
retail outlets. (Many CVS and Jewel-Osco 
stores have been selling the cards since early 
September.) 

» Overcharges when Ventra cards are 
placed on bus or rail turnstile Ventra reader 
devices, tribune

at rail stations. The CTA has 
replaced the Chicago Card 
and unlimited pass vending 
machines with Ventra ma- 
chines, which may prompt 
confusion. The CTA said they 
will have extra customer 
service agents at stations 
to help riders with the 
transitions. 

Anticipate 
longer call waits 

on the Ventra hotline. Riders 
have reported frequent dis- 
connections by Ventra and 
long hold times, sometimes 
more than half an hour, to 
the Ventra customer service 
number, 877-669-8368. The 
CTA said it is adding extra 
people to handle calls after 
Monday. 

Evaluate 
your options 
before you go. 

If you missed the deadline to 
add money to your Chicago 
Card and you don’t have 
enough money left on your 
card to ride, you should still 
be able to get a disposable 
card at a local retailer. Cash 
is still accepted on buses, 
and riders can tap their 
contactless bank cards on 
Ventra readers to ride. 

Wait patiently 

The CTA said it recently fin- 
ished mailing out the last 
of the Ventra cards to users 
who verified their complete 
contact information. Cards 
are supposed to arrive seven 
to 10 business days after 
mailing.

Quinn and M-Rahm push 
for immigration reform

Mayor Emanuel and Gov. Quinn joined labor 
and religious leaders at a Saturday morning 
demonstration calling for revised immigra- 
tion laws. 

Dozens gathered in Union Park on the 
Near West Side for the rally held as part of 
a series of similar events across the country 
and after US. House Democrats unveiled an 
immigration bill this past week during the 
ongoing government shutdown. The US. 
Senate approved its own plan this past sum- 
mer. 

But activists have issued fresh demands for 
President Obama to impose a moratorium 
on deportations and for Congress to vote on 
proposed changes to federal immigration law 

Quinn and Emanuel issued respective 
statements calling for “common sense” or 
“comprehensive immigration reform.” 

While Emanuel, Obama’s former chief 
of staff, didn’t speak directly at his old boss 
Saturday, he did help target Congress and 
Rep. Peter Roskam, a high-ranking Illinois 


Republican. A caravan of pro-immigration 
demonstrators planned to visit Roskam’s 
west suburban district Saturday And area 
pastors were to march to Eederal Plaza in 
Chicago to call for congressional action. 

“If you are pro-small business, you have 
to be pro-immigrant,” Emanuel said, adding 
that half of the city’s small businesses were 
launched by recent immigrants. 

“You can’t be, as Congressman Roskam 
says, T’m pro-small business and anti-immi- 
grant,’ ” the mayor said. “Those two don’t go 
together. They’re not in the same car.” 

Quinn, who is seeking re-election, said 
revised immigration policy was more than a 
bipartisan concern. 

“This is an issue for all Americans,” the 
governor said. “This isn’t a Republican or 
Democratic issue. This is an issue about peo- 
ple, real people, everyday people who come 
together and work hard and raise families. 
They want immigration reform, and they 
want a vote, that’s what democracy is all 
about.”

Accidental lush?

If you’ve ever wondered how you got tipsy 
when you only had a glass or two of wine, the 
answer could be in the sort of glass you used. 
Drinking from a wide glass is just one way that 
you might be getting more than you thought. 

Unlike a bottle of beer or a shot of spirits, 
a glass of wine is rarely an exact measure ex- 
cept in bars or restaurants. Researchers from 
Iowa State and Cornell universities found 
there were several conditions that could cause 
someone to pour with a heavy hand. 

“People have trouble assessing volumes,” 
Laura Smarandescu, co-author of the research 
study and an assistant professor of marketing 
at Iowa State, said in a statement. 

Participants in the study— 73 students and 
staffers who drank at least one glass of wine 
in a given week— were asked to pour what 
they considered a normal glass of wine. The 
National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Al- 
coholism says that’s 5 ounces. 

If they were pouring into a wide glass, they 
poured about 12 percent more than if they 
poured into a narrow wine glass. The same 
was true when people held a glass, rather 
than pouring into a glass on the table. The re- 


searchers tried other conditions, too. People 
poured 9 percent more white wine into a glass 
than red— because of the contrast of color, 
they said. The food and other things on the 
table had less effect, the researchers wrote. 

Such conditions make it easy to drink more 
than intended, said co-author Douglas Walker, 
an assistant professor of marketing at Iowa 
State. Their research was published this week 
in the journal Substance Use and Misuse. 

If a person thinks about how much wine he 
drinks based on the number of glasses, that 
could be a problem. Walker said. “One person’s 
two is totally different than another person’s 
two.” 

It’s important to become aware of por- 
tions— just as people have for food, says co- 
author Brian Wansink, director of the Food 
and Brand Lab at Cornell University And the 
participants were asked about the conditions 
after the pouring; the researchers found they 
were generally accurate about which condi- 
tions had influenced them. 

“Increasing awareness of pouring biases 
is a step toward limiting alcohol intake for 
improved health outcomes and preventing 
alcohol-related problems,” the authors wrote.

Jay Pharoah, who plays President Obama and 
other characters on “Saturday Night Live,” 
thinks the show needs to hire more black per- 
formers. 

“As far as be- 
ing a black per- 
son on the show, 
there’s not a lot 
of us, you know?,” 
the 25-year-old 
comic told The 
Grio. Among the 
show’s current 
cast of 16, Phar- 
oah and Kenan Thompson are the only black 
comedians. All six of this year’s new additions 
are white. 

He added that producers “need to pay atten- 
tion” and hire Darmirra Brunson, who’s cur- 
rently working on OWN’s “Love Thy Neigh- 
bor.” 

“Why do I think she should be on the show? 
Because she’s black, first of all, and she’s really 
talented,” Pharoah said. “She’s amazing. She 
needs to be on ‘SNL.’ I said it. And I believe 


they need to follow up with it like they said 
they were going to do last year.” 

“SNL’ has occasionally come under attack 
for lacking diversity and after Pharoah’s words 
were published, another round of stories ex- 
amined the matter. This despite the fact that 
“SNL’ for years has given crucial breaks to 
black performers like Garrett Morris, Eddie 
Murphy and Chris Rock. (Maya Rudolph, an 
earlier cast member, is biracial.) 

However, for the criticism to come from 
within the show is highly unusual. Even former 
“SNL’ cast members tend to be highly circum- 
spect in talking about their time there, possi- 
bly out of genuine affection as well as genuine 
fear. Executive producer Lome Michaels re- 
mains one of the most powerful people in the 
business. 

“SNL’ producers are aware of the criticism 
and have made fun of it. On last week’s show, 
Michaels made a walk-on appearance in a skit 
asking whether he could tell the difference be- 
tween a new cast member and a member of Ar- 
cade Eire. “Is it the black guy?” Michaels asked, 
indicating Thompson, who’s been on the show 
since 2003.
